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Despite shift in Moscow’s position 
U.S., Soviets ‘long way 
apart’ on peace process 


Jerusalem Post 
WASHINGTON -- The State 
Department yesterday said that 
the U.S, and the Soviet Union 
remain “ἃ long way apart” on 
the best way to revive Arab-Is- 
raeli peace negotiations. 

Undersecretary of State for 
Political Affairs Michael Arma- 
cost said that the Soviet stance 
on such key issues as the pro- 
posed international peace con- 
ference and Palestinian repre- 
sentation is still unacceptable to 
Washington. ᾿ 

He acknowledged that there 
have been “some indications of 
movement” in the Soviet posi- 
tion. But he denied that there 
has been any breakthrough. 

“I'd have to say that when we get 
down to the details, we’re still quite 
ἃ long way apart,”” Armacost said. 

Other U.S. officials suggested pri- 
vately that Foreign Minister Peres's 
considerably more upbeat assess- 
ment of the Soviet attitude — based 


on his discussions with Soviet offi- 
cials in Madrid last week and in 
Washington this week — was off the 
mark, 

One American specialist. in fact. 
charged that Peres was indulging in 

Peres, for his part, told reporters. 
that he was impressed by the latest 
genuine modifications of the Soviet 
position. He said the Soviets “went 
the longest possible way to convince 
us that they are serious in their sup- 
‘port of peace, that they ‘are not ene- 
mies of Israe), that they are looking 
for an occasion to improve rela- 
tions."” 

Peres met earlier this week with 
the Soviet ambassador in Washing- 
ton, Anatoly Dubinin. 

Given Peres’s more optimistic as- 
sessment of the Soviet stance, it was 
ironic that Moscow Radio, during a 
commentary Wednesday evening, 
sharply attacked the foreign minis- 
ter’s positions as “rejectionist.” 

But diplomatic sources in Wash- 
ington said that the commentary was 
based-on Peres’s speech Monday 
evening before the annual policy 


conference of the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee (Aipac), 
the pro-Israeli lobby. in Washing- 
ton. In that speech, Peres rejected a 
Palestinian state, a redivision of Je- 
rusalem and a withdrawal to the pre- 
1967 lines. 


In Jerusalem, Prime Minister 
Shamir claimed that the White 
House criticism of “rejectionist” at- 
titudes to the peace process had nat 
been aimed at him. Interviewed yes- 
terday in Mifgash, an Arabic-lan- 
guage television programme, Sha- 
mir said he hoped the U.S. 
administration would stick to its pol- 
icy not to interfere in Israel's politi- 
cal debates. 


Shamir said, “The U.S. is trying 
to convince. and not to put pressure 
on us. And I hope that Secretary of 
State Shultz will not deviate from 
this practise during his coming visit 
to the region.” 

He said he welcomed the Ameri- 
can diplomatic effort and the admin- 
istration’s decision to invest more 
energy and thought in the attempt to 
solve the Middle East conflict.

WASHINGTON (Renter) - Vice 
President George Bush, trailing in 
opinion polls and trying to establish 
bis own identity, has distanced him- 
self from White House efforts to 
make a deal to oust Panama's Gen- 
eral Manuel Antonio Noriega.

LONDON (Reuter) - Seeds, 
fruits and spicés buried 3,000 
years ago in the tomb of Egypt's 
King Tutankhamen have been 
found by a French student in a 
musty storeroom at Britain's 
Royal Botanic Gardens, The 
Times said yesterday. 

“It is an exceptional and excit- 
ing find which came as a com- 
plete surprise,” Arthur Belf, di- 
rector of the gardens at Kew, 
baie London, told the newspa- 


Phe artefacts have remained 
forgotten since they were con- 
signed to Kew Gardens by How- 
ard Carter, the American ar- 
chaeologist who with the Earl of 
Carnarvon discovered the tomb 
in Egypt's Valley of the Kings πὶ 
1922, The Times said. 

Christian Tutundijian de Var- 
tavan, 23. of Paris, found the 
collection while doing research 
to earn a master of science de- 
gree in archaeobotany from Uni- 
versity College of London. 

The Times said the enmer wheat, 
barley, coriander.. fenugreek, 
black cumin, sesame, almonds, 


watermelon seeds and other 
tropical fruits in 30 cardboard 
boxes were only a fraction of the 
food found in the tomb. 

The rest, the newspaper re- 
ported, is still in 116 original 
wicker baskets and several pot- 
tery jars in the Cairo museum 
and the Dokki agricultural muse- 
um in the city.

*Tracing back through Kew ar- 
chives, Tutundijian found the 
collection was a representative 
sample of the Tutankhamen ma- 
terial on a long-term loan from 
the Egyptian department of an- 
tiquities. 

It had been sent to Kew by 
Carter in 1932 for examination 
by one of its plant anatomists, 
The Times said. 


100,000 Azeris 
protest house

MOSCOW (Reuter) -- One hundred 
thousand people demonstrated in 
the Azerbaijani capital of Baku on 
‘Wednesday to protest the burning of 
an Azeri home by Armenians, an 
Azerbaijani foreign ministry official 
said yesterday. 

The incident was the latest erup- 
tion of ethnic tension in Soviet 
Taos. It followed a demon- 
stration by 15 5,000 people in the Ar- 
menian capital of Yerevan on 
Tuesday. 

The head of the Αξοτβαι πὶ min- 
istry’s press department said by tele- 
coisa Baku that about 1,000 
people in the Ararat region of Ar- 
menia had fled to Azerbaijan fol- 
lowing the house-burning incident 
on May 11. “The demonstrators ap- 
pealed to the Central Committee of 
Azerbaijan to investigate the situa- 
tion,” he said. 

Ararat lies south of Yerevan and 
just north of the Soviet border 
where the frontiers of Iran and Tur- 
key meet. 

It was reported that Armenians 
had burned down the house of an 
Azeri family and an_ inter-ethnic 
fight broke out. A number of people 
were injured but there were no 
deaths. 


The conflict followed ethnic 
bloodshed in the Azerbaijani city of 
Sumgait in February in which more 
than 30 people died as Azerbaijanis 
hunted and killed Armenians.

Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LOS ANGELES - U.S. presidential 
hopeful Jesse Jackson told a group 
of Jewish leaders here this week that 
he was “the ification of the 
black le" and that attacks on 
him would be construed as attacks

Jackson, whose relations with 
U.S. Jews have been strained, and 
who previously declined to meet 
with Jewish groups, also maintained 
that his views about the Middle East 
situation represented those of all 
blacks. 

These declarations, cited by one 
of the 40 Jews who attended the 
closed-door meeting with the Dem- 
ocratic presidential contender, were 
the bluntest statements made by ei- 
ther side during the 90-minute “‘dia- 
logue” and the press conference that 
fo! 


lowed. 

The meeting, held on the neutral 
ground of the Hollywood Rooseveit 
Hotel, was arranged by Rabbi Allen 
Freehling, a Reform rabbi. to en- 
gage Jackson and a handful of black 

fters in a “forthright dialogue 
without being confrontational and 
hostile.“ 


The tone of conciliation was 


” largely maintained throughout the 


meeting and apparently helped heal 
some of the emotional scars left by 
New York Mayor Ed Koch's attacks 
on Jackson during the ΝΣ ὙΟΙΕ 

imary. Many Jews haven't forgot- 
ἰδὲ Jackson's Σ καθ ως of PLO ἰεδά- 
er Yasser Arafat and his description 
of Jews as “hymies.” 

Jackson, who has formally apolo- 
gized for the “hymie™ slur, said he 
met with Arafat to pursue a possible 
opening to peace. 

Asked at the meeting why he did 
not disavow the support of Black 
Musiim leader Louis Farrakhan, 2 
militant anti-Semite, ‘Jackson re- 
sponded that he trusted the Jewish 
community to handle the problem of 
the extremist Jewish Defence 
League and he -would have to be 
trusted to handie similar problems 
in the black community. 

Most of the Jewish participants 
declared themselves highly satisfied 
with the meeting, and Freehling said 
that he “‘was filled with high emo- 
tion and a sense of fulfilment.” 

His sentiments were echoed by 
others, but Robert Eshman, region- 
al director of Friends of Peace Now 


‘and a participant, commented that 
“Jackson didn’t get an ovation and 
was not pressed on the tough 
questions.” : 

The potential impact of the meet- 
ing‘ was diluted by the absence of 
representatives of the mainstream 
Jewish community, who declined to 
come on the grounds that Jackson 
had insisted on a private meeting, 
rather than a debate in a public 
forum. 

Among those absent were recog- 
nized leaders of the Jewish Federa- 
tion Council, the Anti-Defamation 
League, and the Wiesenthal Centre. 

Freebling described the composi- 
tion of participants as “left of cen- 
tre, centre, right of centre, with the 
extreme right missing.“

The exhibition is scheduled for 
the Israeli Museum early next 
month, and, like everything that in- 
volves Tarta, is all about “‘Israelian- 
ica,” meaning the graphic symbols 
that shape our visual topography, 
the outlines that trace our collective 
consciousness. 

Some peopie say he is one of the 
fast Zionists, meaning a kind of 
ideological entrepreneur, pioneer- 
like and almost obsessed with the 
idea of creating a definition of the 
traditions of graphic art in the coun- 
try since the twenties. 

That's when the newspaper ad- 
vertisements, the packaging labets, 
the posters announcing a new play 
or a new product, were made by 
commercia) artists like Franz 
Krausz, the yekke futurist who de- 
signed the Elite label, or It-Shai, the

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Budapest Quartet violinist who, af- 
ter being wounded in World War I, 
freelanced outside of the yekke 
establishment. 

Others say he is a post-Zionist, 
settling for a kind of warm old shoe 
city, a heterogeneous hodge podge.

Thus, with its Oriental dream pal- 
aces turned into industrial lofts, with 
its Bauhaus tines betrayed by hand- 
written signs of near religious ico- 
nography, south Tel Aviv “is Bei- 
rut," he says.

Israel’s only balloonist finds 
extravagant cure for loneliness

BEERSHEBA - It’s not that Gide- 
on Arbel is tired of being Israel's 
only hot-air balloon pilot. It’s just 


- that the former Israel Air Force and 


E&I Al yer wouid like nothing better 
than a bit of company up there. 

The loneliness of the lighter-than- 
airbome aviator is soon to come toa 
spectacular end, however, as scores 
of balloonists worldwide prepare 
their hot-air craft for israel’s first 
international ” ballooning 
competition. 

The event, largely the brainchild 
of Arbel himself, will take place in 
the Arad area on July 6-8 as a part of 
Negev celebrations of Israel’s 40th 
anniversary. Tens of thousands of 
spectators are at the event, 
which will include an LAF air show 
and such tests of floating skill as 
Wortd War T-style beanbag bomb- 
ing from 3-4 km. up, and a singular 
form of ring-toss played with hula 


ordered for the Israel Museum exhi- 
bition. 

The shop is covered from floor to 
ceiling with the kind of kitsch art 
that is bought because the oranges 
and browns or blues and greens 
match the drapes in the apartment.

The Action Committee for the 
Prevention of Air Pollution, work- 
ing under the auspices of the Associ- 
ation of Americans and Canadians 


national Earth Day on June 5, in an 
attempt to make everyone from 
school children to cabinet ministers 
aware of Haifa’s acute need for 
cleaner air. 

The "s spokeswoman, Lyno 
Golumbic, told The Jerusalem Post 


“We are not against the plant or 
other industrial development. But 


we want their chimneys to be clean. 
The technology that would enable 
this does exist, only it costs money... 
We want that choice to be made,” 
she said. 

Haifa is already so badly polluted 
— “far worse than Los Angeles” — 
that the city cannot risk more pollu- 
ton before the existing mess. is 
cleared up, Gohumbic said. The 
group is demanding that the Interior 
Ministry’s recommendation to halve 


sulphur dioxide from industrial 
sources be enforced, “though this 
would still be three times higher 
than in Los Angeles,” she said. 
So far the group has been looking

With the aid of donations the 
group has printed 40,000 copies of a 
pamphlet on air pollution problems 
and the consequent dangers of dis- 
ease.

The mighty Isreeli arms igaesiy — developer of the Mer- 
kava tank, the Lavi jet fighter, the Gabriel missile, state-of- 

-the-art electronic components — had been reduced to produc- 
ing glotified industrial-strength stone-throwers and marble- 
shooters. 

Today, A. and N. are the ones who chuckle. 

“Ask one of the demonstrators what they think of these 
monsters,” A. says with a smile. 

“The demonstration of power makes the rioters realize 
they're dealing with an army and not just a group of soldiers. 
We use the machines aggressively, quickly -- and the rioters 
just melt away.” 

He explains that with the machines, soldiers can go into 
areas in the camps they may have avoided before. The 
vehicles’ presence also gives more security and coufidence to 
those infantry troops facing the crowds on the ground. 

“People who laugh don’t know the power of these ma- 
chines when confronted by a crowd. They should come here 
to see. 

“They forget that the IDF is a humane army. that this is 
what gives the IDF ἃ good name." 

A., a veteran of two stints in Gaza during the intifada, the 
first one in the “bad old days” of January and February, says 
that the deployment of these machines has allowed the 
soldiers to take the offensive, and that as a result, the mood 
of his mén has improved.

ALL THOSE WHO wish to understand the issues 
involved in the status of the Arab-populated terri- 
tories now under Israeli military rule, fe, should reada 
book in which Israel,is not mentioned at all. The 
author is a scholar at Ben-Gurion University of the 
Negev. His name is Meir Zarmi. and his area of 
jalization is Lebanese history. The book is 
entitled The Formation of Modern Lebanon 
(Croom Helm, London, 1985). The reviews in 
learned journals testify to Zarmi’s profound 
erudition. - . 

All the passages 
are from Dr. Zarmi's book. 

The. story begins with the establishment of the 
Lebanese state under French Mandate on Septemn- 
ber 1,1920, The Lebanese nation had existed long 
before the state. It was based on a specific district 
(sanjak) of the Ottoman Turkish empire, inhabited 
almost entirely by Christians, most of them devo- 
tees of the Maronite Church. 

Long before the grant of independence to Leba- 
non under the French Mandate, the Christians 
were agitating for the enlargement of the Lebanese 
area by the inclusion of territories contiguous to 
Syria, which was also under French mandatory 
rule. 
“Lebanese Christians resorted to historical, geo- 
graphic and economic arguments to justify their 
claims over four regions which they regarded as 
integral parts of Lebanon: Tripoli and the district 
of Akkar in Fra the north: the Bega’a valley in the east; 
the districts of Hasbaya, Rashaya and Jabal "Amel 
in the south; and in the west, the coastal tawns or 
Tyre, Sidon and most important of all, Beirut.” (p. 

3 
: Dari points out that “‘there was never a time 
when all these territories were simultaneously un- 
der τῆς rule of a Christian Imarah (principality). 
although at various times its emirs did extend their 
control beyond Mount Lebanon.” 


IN PRESENTING their case, the Christian Leba- 
nese nationalists had a clearly defined and elo- 
quently formulated ideolagy. They viewed the 
Middle East as a tapestry of diverse texture. Chris- 
tianity in the Middle East was older than Islam, and 
deserved to be represented by a sovereign state. 
Lebanon would be a faithfal partner in the strug- 
of the Arab world, but it would have its own 
pasticularity based on its religious affiliation and its 
special links across the Mediterranean to West 
Europe, and especially France. 
Later, some Lebanese intellectual leaders would 
develop the idea of a Lebanon with a special voca-

tion to “mediate” between East and West, between 
Islam and Christianity, thus promoting a mutual 
effervescence which could nourish cultural 
creativity. 

To the good fortune of Lebanese nationalists, 
the area of Syria and Lebanon fell under the tute- 
lage of France as a result of World War I. Although 
some French statesmen, including Clemenceau 
himself, sometimes gave priority to their relations 
with Islam and were thus cool towards Lebanese 
Christian ‘separatism, there were always encugh 
influential French leaders to sustain the Greater 
Lebanese cause. 


Most French high commissioners felt greater af- 


finity with the Lebanese population which prided 
itself on its French culture than with the Suani 
Moslems in Lebanon and Syria. The Christians 
assiduously lobbied the National Assembly and the 
press in Paris, where their emphasis on Lebanese 
particularity fell on fertile ground. 

But many far-seeing French statesmen among 
the most ardent supporters of a separate Christian 
state were deeply concerned by the demographic 
problem. One of these was Robert de Caix, most of 


whose career would be in positions relevant to the - 


future of France's relations with Lebanon. 
Zarmi writes: “In the Paris ions immedi- 


* ately after the arrival of the first Lebanese delega- 


tion, de Caix had been one of the few to oppose the 
demand for expanded frontiers. He stuck to this 


position while serving in Beirut; when he failed at. 
first to prevent the creation of 2 Greater Lebanon .

It is not alone in 
that view — most of the Arab coun- 
tries don't want to see the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state either,” 
he said. 

“Naturally, like most Israeli Ar- 
abs, I'm pained and upset by what is 
happening in the tersitories and I 
would like to see the problem re- 
solved peacefully, although not at 
bri expense of Israel's security,” he 


Sulieman contended that his de- 
sire for a solution of the Israeli- 
Palestinian problem was another 
reason for supporting the Likud, as

The Likud, on the other 
hand, got only 8,500 votes from the 
Arab-Druse sector,” said Sulieman. 

“] confidently expect the Likud's 
slice of the Arab-Druse vote to rise 
to 20,000 in the next elections, while 
Labour’s will drop to about 30,000. 
The rest will go to Ratz [Citizens 
Rights Movement] and the smaller 
parties. I anticipate that the Com- 
munists [Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality] will stay about 
the same, while the PLP [Progres- 
sive List for Peace] will lose votes," 
Sulieman predicted. 

He said MK Abdel Wahab Dar- 
ousha, the Labour renegade who 
recently forged bis own Arab Dem- 
ocratic Party, would be extremely 


fortunate if he gamered sufficient 
votes to retain his Knesset seat. “In 
my opinion, Israeli Arabs don't 
want a separate Arab party. They 
are part of the state and as such will 
cast their votes for the δ: 
parties, knowing that votes for the 
smaller parties will be wasted,” Su- 
lieman asserted. 

“If [between now and the elec- 
tions] the Likud can rectify some of 
the problems in the Israeli Arab sec- 
tor, such as allocating more funds 
for local councils and generally give 
development of villages added pri- 
ority, I think it will win most of the 
[Arab-Druse] votes, despite the 
events in the territories,” he said. 

Sulieman maintained that in bis 
own village, which has a population 
of 4,500 people, composed of two 
thirds fallahim and the Mpbenaarel 
Beduin, there was a strong groun 
well of support for the Likud.

RIDING ‘A BUS down King 
George Street in Jerusalem re- 
cently, I hadn't particularly no- 
ticed the young woman in the 
back of the bus who sat down 
next to the Haredi Jew since he, 
in his black hat, black coat and 
long beard, and she in her san- 
dals, skirt and sleeveless top 
were part of a typical scene that 
included soldiers on leave, a ba- 
bushka-capped grandmother, 
five-year olds with knapsacks, 
and an occasional American- 
looking rabbi late for an.

It was only after the young 
woman quietly asked the Haredi 
to please close the window that I 
lifted my eyes out of the newspa- 
per and watched him turn to her 
rather matter-of-factly with the 
words, “Would you please 
lengthen your sleeves?” 

“Mister,” the woman said, her 
voice rising to match her indigna- 
tion, “the open window is both- 
ering me!” 

The Haredi seemed non- 
plussed. “Madame, the bare 
arms are bothering me.” he re- 
sponded. Her face was now grim 
and determined as she slowly ex- 
tracted every single syllable from 
her mouth and planted them into 
every ear on the bus: “Are they 
my arms or your arms?” 


I could see my stop approach- 
ing, and though my watch re- 
minded me that someone was 
probably already wondering. 
what was keeping me, my heart 
was pounding my brain to let me 
remain on board as the words 
between the passengers grew hot 
and angry, and almost everyone 
on the bus, even the driver, 
staked a position in favour of the 
woman or against her. 

Of course, no one on the bus 
argued from a practical perspec- 
tive — that is, “How could she

FESTIVALS fall at times fixed by 
the Tora. Only Shavuot is given no 
date, except that implied by its be- 
ing pegged to the second day of 
Pessah, as the Tora writes (Lev.

falling seven Sundays later.

giving of our Tora,” as it is called in 
the li 


But even the Talmud affords no 
basis for ἃ direct link between Sha- 
vuot and the giving of the Tora. 
Nevertheless, the law codes and the 
liturgy call it z'rzan matan torateinu, 
“the time of the giving of our Tora.” 
and traditionally the event at Mount 
Sinai provides almost the entire spir- 
itual content of the festival. To be 
sure, the Tora also refers to it as 
- “the feast of harvest’? (Ex. 23:16) 
and “the day of the first fruits” 
(Num. 28:26). The day's customs 


be done, it is done one way or 
another, overnight, on the spot.

here was simply who was right -- 
Period. And I, for one, found 
the intellectual and emotional 
exchange exhilarating until I 
overheard a man behind me cry 
hysterically to the, woman- who 
was with him, apparently his 
wife: “I told you that's why we 
have to leave the country. When 
they are in control, they will de- 
mand total religious conformity 
of all of us.” 


BY THE TIME the ride ended 
for me, neither had the window 
been closed nor the sleeves 
lengthened. For the first time, 
however, I began to sense the 
passion of the secular Jew in Is- 
raei who is frightened of the fu- 
ture and sees in the growing reli- 
gous trend ἃ movement toward 
repression and persecution. The 
incident on the bus wasn’t just 
another disagreement, but the 
tip of the iceberg of a conflict 
that threatens to tear apart a na- 
tion even before it has had a 
chance to live one day of peace 
without enemies threatening its 
existence. . 


But what is the halachic per- 
spective? To what extent is it 
possible for us to say, as even I 
would have said as an Orthodox 
rabbi in America: “Live and let 
live"? Do Orthodox Jews in Isra- 
el have the halachic right to 
maintain their own religious way 
of life without attempting to im- 
pose it on other Jews? From a 
certain superficial perspective it 
may be argued that Orthodox 
Jews in Israel have no choice but 
to do everything in their power 
to cause every Jew to accept a 
religious way of life, and this for 
three reasons. - 

First, the Bible itself insists 
that we do no less. After all, our 
holiest of books teaches: “Re- 
prove your fellow, so you will 


have no share in his guilt” (Lev. - 


19:17). And the Talmud (Shab-. 
bat 540-558) insists that the fun- 
damental interpretation of this. 
verse is that if one has the power 
to make his fellow Jew Sabbath 
observant and does not do so. 
ie. does not chastise or instruct 
him, he then bears the responsi- 
bility for the sin. In other words 
if you choose passivity over pas- 
sion, your fellow’s transgression 
becomes yours. 

In the final analysis, we be- 
lieve that the Tora way of life is 
proper and divinely ordained not 
only for us, but for every Jew. 
Every Jew is responsible for the 
next, every Jew is co-signer for 
the other; we are each part of 
one organism, so the deStiny of 
the one is bound up with the 
destiny of the other. Hence, for 
the observant Jew to remain si- 
lent in the face of his brother's 
transgression is to cause the lat- 
ter to be a transgressor. Ὁ 


Secondly, the observant Jew 
cannot subscribe to a “live and 
let live” philosophy - not only 
because he is concerned for his 
Jewish brother's soul. but also 
because he is concerned for him- 
self as well. After all, does not 
our Tora teach that we do not 
live in accordance with Tora Law 
in Eretz Yisrael, this very land 
will “spew us out™ and the obser-' 


vant will suffer along with those - 


who reject observance (Lev. 
18:25-28)? 


Finally, if we truly believe that 
we liberated Jerusalem in 1967 
and did not merely conquer it, 
and if we desire a clear connec- 
tion between the State of Israel 
and Jews throughout the world, 
what links the Jewish people to- 
day to our 4,000-year history and 
binds Jews of all lands is our 
common Jewish tradition and 
our unique Jewish lifestyle in- 
cluding the Shabbat and festi- 
vais, our peculiar style of eating, 
our common sacred literature.

ACCORDING TO the Talmudic 
Sages, the link between Shavuot and 
the giving of the Tora was deter-- 
mined at Creation. 

Why, they ask, does the Tora say 
(Gen.1:31), “And it was evenii 
and it was morning, the sixth day, 
while on the others it speaks of “a 
second day,” “' @ third day,” etc. 

‘They reply: God laid down a con- 
dition to. Creation, Saying: “Tf the’ 
Jews accept the Tora fon sixth Si- 
van], you will endure. If they do — 


The Talmud and Midrash see this 
congruence of the First Fruits Day 
and the giving of the Tora as funda- ᾿ 
mental and integral ta the content of 
the Shavuot festival, We read in 
tractate Pessahim 68b: Rabbi Elazar 
said: It is unanimously agreed that - 
on Alzeret [as Shavuot is called in 
the Mishna] one should eat, drink 
and be merry. Why? Because on 
that ‘day the Tora was given. 

The Shavuot sacrificial offerings 
also bear the mark of the giving-of- 
the-Tora theme. We read in Talmud 
Yerushalmi Rosh Hashana 4:8: In -

Shavuot and the anniversary of the 
giving of the Tora do not really 
coincide.

In theory we accept the latter de- 
termination, as shown in the Magen 
Avraham commentary on the Shul- 
han Arukh, Ora Haim, 494:1. 

That being the case, why do we 
say “z'’man matan torateinu’’ on 
Shavuot, which is the day before the 
Tora was given? 

Secondly, the Tora, as we have 
seen, places Shavuot fifty days after 
the beginning of the Counting of the 
Omer, whereas the Tora was given

__ Inthe mid-'60s, the Jewish Agency demanded 
that Neot Hakikar become a moshav or a kibbutz, 
arguing that the land should be shared by more 
than three to five families.

The founders decided to leave the place where 
they had toiled for years as pioneers.

days, an Israel splintered, with each man's hand 
raised against his brother, ‘‘and great and awful is 
the chaos ali around.” 

I envy Ishmael who does not, like his cousin 
Israel, exchange three of his captives for 1,150- 
terrorists convicted of murder in one blind, de- 
structive, unjustifiable and unforgiveable deal. I 
envy his stubborn, unflagging fanaticism. I envy 
‘Ishmael whose army officers do not send his minis- 
ters ἃ petition for “territory for peace” and whose 
demonstrators do not, while difficult negotiations 
are in progress, press for advance concessions. 

I envy Ishmael while believing that he will turn 
aside from his evil path and come to regard Israel as 
a good neighbour and a legitimate denizen of this 
region since antiquity. Believing that he will recog- 
nize sovereign Israel out of 2 sense of Semitic 
brotherhood for the resurrection of the East, cradle 
of the great cultures. 

Believing that deep in his heart there is now 
taking place or will take place the painful and real 
transformation, the coming of the realization that 
Israei will not be overcome by the sword, the 
cannon, the dagger and the rock, just as Israel 
cannot impose its will on him. 
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him that as they had been talking. a creditor 
came to the house and Amiram had jumped out a 
window to run and hide in the hills. 

During their worst years. 1982-83. only a few 
of the couple's many friends were able to help 
them out. One of the few was Ya’acov Pachter, 
now president and general manager of Keter 
Publications.

Another friend, Amos Abramzon from 
Yavne'el, gave the couple a dozen goats.

16 farm has come back to life again. There 
are some days — especially Saturdays and 
holdiays -- that the restaurant is so packed 
that people have to stand in line more than 
half an hour for a table. Sometimes the 

demand for the goat cheese is more than Drora 
and her assistants can produce. as the processing. 
including pasteurizing the milk. is very time- 
consuming. 

Because of the high demand for their cheese. 
the Avrutzkis have increased the number of goats 
they import from Cyprus. In a reversal of their 
failure in 1982, Amiram has purchased a new flock 
of ducks from the neighbouring kibbutzim. and 
he is raising them side-by-side with the goats. And 
unlike before. today he is able to bring the ducks 
to the kibbutzim's main slaughterhouse in the 
Galilee. ᾿ 

The Avrutzkis still owe large sums of money to 

- their creditors, but it seems that they are bach un 
their feet again. In their stubborn determination. 
they are reminiscent of Israel's first pioneers for 
sticking to the land at any price. For their ubility 
to live in remote places sarrounded dy untricndly 
neighbours. For thinking big and nut giving up, 
despite the hardships and the disappointments.

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The portion this week is Bamidbar (Numbers I:1-4:20). 


“A VOICE rings out: Clear in the desert a road for the Lord! 
Level in the wilderness a highway for our God!” (Isaiah 40:3). 
The fact that the Tora was given at Sinai, in the wilderness. not 
io Egypt, nor in the Land or Israel nor in any other centre of 
civilization, is not incidental. : 

The weekly reading of Samidbar (Ia the Wilderness) always 
precedes the holiday of Shavuot (Weeks) in the Jewish liturgi- 
cal year. The awareness of the midbar, the wildemess, is a 
prelude to the voice of the dibrot, the commandments heard at 
Mount Sinai. ᾿ 

The extraordinary event of the Almighty addressing an 
entire people thus remains also extra-territorial, transpiring in 
no-man’s land, The message of Tora is universal, it was offered 
to all nations, but only Israel accepted it fully (Sifrei, Bracha). 
Given at ἃ certain moment in distory, it has also remained 
‘extra-temporal; we are not given the exact date on which this 
stupendous event occurred. Revelation is not limited to any 
specific era. “Everything that a qualified student may inno- 
vate” in future generations was already rooted in the unique 
event that took place at Sinai (Vayikra Rabba 22,1). 

The event itself is fully described in Scripture (Exodus 19- 
20). Its exact day is not mentioned. The rabbis, however, 
dubbed Shavuot, called in the Bible (Deuteronomy 16:9-11) 
“the festival of weeks,” as z'man matan Toratenu, “the season 
of the giving of our Tora.” This indeed is the chief motif of the 
festival celebrated anaually on the sixth day of Sivan (in the 
Diaspora, the 6th and 7th), just before summer sets:in. 

Of all the pilgrimage festivals, Shavuot is the only one not 
dated explicitly. only that it occurs at the conclusion of the 
counting starting “on the morrow of the Sabbath” (Leviticus 
23:15-21), which according to Pharisaic tradition is the day 
after the first of Passover. One counts 49 days, seven weeks, 
and then on the 50th’ day we have Shavuot, also called “the 
festival of the first fruit.” 

According to the rabbis, the daily counting helps to intensify 
the mounting sense of expectation for the great day of revela- 
tion at Sinai. With each day, with every week, we come closer 
to that crucial moment for humankind and for Israel in particu- 
lar. 


God the Creator and Redeemer appeared to them on that 
day as God the Teacher. The day is thus marked forever as 
z'man matan Toratenu, “the time of the giving of our Tora.” 
Some have asked: Wouldn't it be more proper to mark it z'man 
kabalat toratenu, the time of the receiving, and not the giving,

of our Tora? The answer is that while the giving occurred once. _ 


at that particular moment, the receiving occurs every day 
thereafter. \ 4 

Through Tora we become partners with God not only in’ 
Creation, by continuing to cultivate and develop the world and 
in bringing about Redemption by trying to make it a better 
world, but also in Revelation, spinning Tora further and 
further, actualizing “our share” in “his Tora™ (v’ten helkenu 
b’Toratecha).* 

The three pilgrimage festivals thus stand for the three high- 
lights of the Jewish concépt of reality. Pessah presents Cre- 
ation, the beginning of things; Succot - ion, the* 
perfection and barmony of Messianic times; Shavuot is placed 
m the middie between those two poles, representing Revela- 
tion, the Tora that charts the right way. 


FROM ITS VERY beginning, Tora appears in the dual image 
of the written teaching (ora she-bichtav) and the oral teaching 
(Tora shebe'al peh). 


TORA TODAY 


One without the other cannot endure. Both were given at 
Sinai. With all the awe that one approaches the written Tora, 
Scripture by itself might have remained a shred from antiquity 
treasured in museums, if not for the activity of hundreds of 
sages and rabbis for over 1,000 years of creative interpretation. 
This was embodied in what is called Tora shehe'al peh, the oral 


tradition contained in numerous volumes of Talmud and Mid- .

it is this interaction between the written and oral teachings 
which shaped Jewish civilization throughout the ages. The

THE halachic status of Arabs in the 
administered territories: | _ 

By determining the status of Ar- 


abs on the other side of the Green 
Line under Jewish law, we may help 
ta determine whether they are resid- 
ing in these territories by right or by 
sufferance, and whether they may 
have equal rights under Jewish law. 

Does the contemporary Arab 
have a status similar or parallel to 
that of a ger toshav (resident Gen- 
tile)? In Jewish law, ger toshav re- 
fers to a non-Jew who observes the 
Seven Noahide Laws, which include 
abstaining from idolatry (Avoda 
Zara 64b; Maimonides, Laws of 
Forbidden Intercourse 14:7-8). 
These Arabs may, indeed, be con- 
sidered “Sons of Noah,” since Mai- 
monides asserts that the Moslems 
among them are monotheists ( Re- 
Sponsa Maimonides 20.448, Blau 
edition). Rabbenu Tam, Rashi’s 
grandson, and others have deter- 
mined that the Christians among 
them are not idolators (Tosafot, 
Sanhedrin 2b). 

There is a controversy among the 
possekim (halachic decisors) wheth- 


er this status may be conferred on. 


Arabs today. Among those who 
take the affirmative is Rabbi Avra- 
ham Yitzhak Hacohen Kook, who

In the Britain of the late 1970s, 
one would have put good money on 
the seamen’s chances of coming out 
of this dispute smiling. 

But that was before the advent of 
Thatcherism, the arrival of a prime 
minister determined to smash so- 
cialism and break the trades union 
stranglehold. 

Disappointed that colleagues in 
red their 
call for a boycott of P&O ships, the 
strikers, uatil recently, were at least 
able to count on the support of their 
fellow union seamen at other P&O 
ports, and at rival ferry company 
Sealink. 


Sealink’s 2,300 NUS men, in- 
deed, came out in sympathy for 15 
days, costing the company an esti- 
mated three million pounds. 

But under the Conservatives’ in- 
dustrial relations legislation, that 
“secondary action” was illegal. The 
NUS was fined £150,000 for 
defying the law, and had its assets 
seized. Reluctantly, but with little 
real choice, NUS leader Sam 
McClaskie had to order the Sealink 
workers back, a move which has 
brought calls for his resignation 
from militant union members not 
fully cognizant with the impossibil- 
ity of McCluskie’s position. 

No longer can a union take action 
in support of another, without risk- 
ing fines and seizure of assets. The 
miners, the print workers and the 
civil servants have all lost strike bat- 
tles in the past three years that they 
would probably have won in the 
1970s. The Trades Union Congress 
is slowly falling apart, its raison 
d'etre removed, there being little for 
unions to gain now by sticking 
together. 

Thatcher came to power in the 
aftermath of the 1978/79 "winter of 
discontent”, when 13: million work 
days were lost during nine months of 
strike action, a seemingly endless 
series of by almost every- 
one from Ford staff to local govern- 
ment, health and social workers. It 
was a time of curtailed working 
weeks, power cuts, rising piles of 
refuse — a period of national despair 
that made a mockery of Labour's 
claim to be the party best able to 
handle the unions, and provided the 
ideal setting in which Thatcher's un-

The “Iron Lady” defeated the min- 
ers with an indomitability that im- 
pressed all but those most closely 


involved with the strike, and even - 


newspaper baron Rupert Murdoch's 
rather brutal treatment of his print- 
ers produced little in the way of 
public sympathy. After all, the Fleet 
Street presses had been over- 
manned for years, and the unions 
had stubbornly resisted all manage- 
ment efforts to gradually phase-in 
new technology. 

So the sacked printers battled the 
police outside Murdoch's Wapping 
fortress for a while in January 1986, 
but gave up eventually, and slunk 
away. presumably, to join the ranks 
of the unemployed. But unlike the 
printers, the seamen were negotiat- 
ing. And unlike the miners, they 
have a leader whom even P&O 
spokesmen privately admit is "the 
sort of guy you can work with...a 
realist...a pragmatist.” 

A robust, forceful, colourful char- 
acter, with a blunt Scottish accent, 
ample girth and a no-nonsense ap- 
proach to his men. Sam McCluskie 
thought he had finalized a deal with 
P&O's Sterling over a working 
breakfast last October. 

It was Sterling who changed the 
rules of the game, insisting on 
speedier changes, and then refusing 
to extend negotiations. 

While McCluskie is obviously in- 
terested in getting the best possible 
deal for his men,. his stated belief 
that reduced manning and longer 
work hours will: jeopardise ferry 
safety sounds sincere and convinc- 
ing. But the unions cried wolf far 
too often in the Seventies. This 
time, when danger really may be 
lurking, no one is listening. 


SO ROB and Frank finish their 
shift at the picket line, and head 
back to their friends’ houses, shoul- 
ders hunched, collars turned up 
against the biting wind. 

At Pier Number Six, a Sealink 
ferry is slowly being loaded, a steady 
trickle of Icrries filing into the great 
ship’s underbelly, readying for the 
short voyage across the choppy 
water. 

There are no P&O ships in sight, 
although three, near empty, have 
already sailed for Zeebrugge, 
manned of course -by non-union 
labour. 

In the High Court on Monday, 
the National Union Seamen will try 
to regain its sequestrated assets. The 
secondary picketing over, but 
P&Q claims the strikers are still 
breaking the Jaw, in that Rob and 
Frank and the 300 others who gather 
at Dover daily are illegally intimi- 
dating those seamen who have gone 
back to work. 

While the P&O ships will surely 
be sailing regularly to and from Do- 
ver again soon, the outlook for the 
NUS is grim. McCluskie declared at 
the start that this would be a battle 
to the bitter end, and that if the 
union was reduced to bankrupcy by 
the courts, he would rally his men 
from a tent on Greenham Common.

The film event of the year 


FRANCE MAY have just re-elect- 
ed its president and received a new 
prime minister, but there is only one 
important thing going on now, as far 
as the Riviera is concerned, the 41st 
international film festival in Cannes. 

The most important film event of 
the year, it attracts annually 50,000 
persons and more, buyers and sell- 
ers, reviewers and promoters, actors 
and directors, all of them compelled 
by duty or curiosity to be here at any 
price. 

Close observers of movie fashion 
have already noted there are no 
Russian or Italian films in the com- 
petition this year. On the other 
hand, Chinese films are featured in 
almost every section of the festival, 
competition as well as side events.

THE SIMPLE test of whether capi- - 
tal market reform (CMR) is working 
is to check interest rates. Interest is 
the cost of money.

That is 
precisely what bas happened in the 
bond market during the past two 


years. 

Please note, though, that the 
stress here is on long-term interest 
rates. Because of the tough regula- 
tion that applies to every sector of 
the Israeli financial system, the mar- 
kets have become “‘compartmental- 
ized,” with each sector running as if 
in a world of its own. 

As a result, the normal kind of 
inter-reaction between short- and 
long-term borrowing, or between 
bonds and shares, is distorted. Thus, 
the fact that interest rates at the 
“long end” — borrowing and lending 
for 5 years and more — have fallen, 
does not contradict the fact that 
short-term rates have remained 
high, and even gone up on occasion, 
although in that sector, too, the 
overall trend has been downward.

Two banks has the Jordan 


HERUT, warned that nationalist public opinion may be 
swinging farther to the right, is busily inching as close to the far 
right as its own true self warrants; yet without surrendering its 
claim to being the party of consensual Jegitimacy. In the 
Knesset plenum this week, a trio of front-bench Herut MKs 
put on a show of contortionism so hilarious that, sparsely 
attended though the plenum was, the rafters are said to have 
shaken with guffaws from the small audience. 

Yet truly funny it was not. Not when it is realized that 
Herut’s candidate could emerge later this year as the head of a 
narrow government coalition. ᾿ 7 

The show started with Dov Shilansky, chairman of the 
Knesset Interior Committee, making a motion for the agenda. 
The motion turned out to contain the type of message Herut 
had not much bothered to shoot off since joining the Liberals 
to form Gabal, 23 years ago. Drawn from the party's old 
anthem, the message was that, since the Jordan river has two 
banks, it is obvious that “‘this one is ours, and that one too.” 

Ignoring the jeers of leftists who urged him on to the Tigris 
and the Euphrates, Mr. Shilansky solemnly assured the Knes- 
set that he was not even ing a military expedition for the 
immediate occupation of the Kingdom of Jordan. His point 
was merely that the option should be kept open, until such 
time as Israel could regain the part of its patrimony that had 
been illegally stolen from it by perfidious Albion. 

But how reconcile that anti-peace plea with the peace 
obligations undertaken at Camp David by Mr. Shilansky’s own 
great mentor, Menahem Begin 7 

No problem, suggested Mr. Shilansky’s younger colleague, 
Ronni Milo, who replied in the name of the government. 
Without taking sides on the substance of Mr. Shilansky’s two- 
bank argument, the clear-thinking Mr. Milo, a deputy minister 
in the Prime Minister's Office, proposed that it had a great 
hasbara potential. For it could be made to mean that, in return 
for Israel's giving up on its legitimate claim to cis-Jordan,. the 
Arabs should concede all of western Eretz Yisrael to its 
rightful Jewish owners. Mr. Milo was perfectly willing to have 
the Shilansky motion sent to committee. 

But stil, what about Camp David ? The authentic Herut 
reply to that question was offered by MK Haim Kaufman, 
chairman of the Likud coalition faction, in a motion of his own 
for the agenda. 

Already a week earlier Mr. Kaufman had sought to twit 
rebellious Labour “hawks” by inviting them to join his own 
party in formally annexing the occupied Jordan Valley. The 
annexation of the valley, where most Jewish settlements are 
the products of Labour initiative, was to be a prelude to the 
incorporation of al] the territories into Israel. Mr. Kaufman's 
motion on Wednesday was a bid to formalize that invitation. 

Ruefully, it seems, Mr. Milo turned thumbs down on this

Milo’s “reply” to Mr. Shilansky indicated, his own version of 
the Camp David agreements, like Mr. Shamir’s, includes no 
mention of Resolution 242, nor any hint of the inadmissibili 
of the acquisition of territory by war. 

The two Herut motions for the agenda were eventually 
defeated. But their message was clear, Which may explain the 
Tather unfunny reception given all around the world, and now 
even in Washington, to the prime minister's protestations of 
peaceful intent. 


High Court steps in 


DIFFICULT though it had been to conceive of another ruling 
by the High Court of Justice than the one it did actually hand 
down yesterday in the case of Lea Shakdiel, the ruling will 
stand as a milestone on the road to the full realization of the: 
pledge of “complete equality” engraved in Israel's Declaration 
of Independence. . ἢ 

Although complete equality has to this day not been secured 
in any area of life, it is fair to say that in only one area has it 
been systematically blocked: in the treatment of women by the 
rabbinical establishment. Basing itself on a selective reading of 
halachic sources, and on a benighted tradition bereft of any 
halachic sanction whatever, the rabbinical establishment, both 
executive and judicial, has made Jewish women, wherever it 
had the power to do so, something close to an underclass in 
Israeli society. 

That is why, in Israel's entire history, there has been only 
one recorded, and that long carefully concealed, case of a 


The reason: the councils cannot operate without the participa- 
tion and guidance of rabbis and halachic scholars, but rabbis 
and halachic scholars will not, for reasons of modesty, sit with 
women On religious councils. 

In January 1986, however, Lea Shakdiel, a young Orthodox 
wonian froma Yeroham, won somination on the local religious 
council as the Labour Party representative. The religious 
affairs minister at the time, formally representing the NRP but 
in fact speaking for the chief rabbis, refused to certify ber 
appointment. A like-minded ministerial committee followed 
suit. Yesterday a three-judge panel of the High Court of 
Justice that included a leading halachic scholar, responding to 
a petition by Ms. Shakdiel, ordered the committee to reverse 
itself. 

Ms. Shakdiel’s legal triumph may take some time to trans- 
late into fact. The chairman of Yeroham’s religious council has 
already announced that he and his colleagues will resign rather 
than serve with her. A senior official has warned that the 
court’s decision could paralyze the work of religious councils 
all over the country. 

There is some doubt that this obduracy will be long lasting. 
For one thing, there must be more than one rabbbi in Israel 
who feels relieved by having that buraing chestnut, a woman's 
tight to serve on a religious council, pulled out for him by the 
court. But if the obduracy does prove to be lasting, blame for 
the consequences will fall squarely on the shoulders of the 
rabbinic and religious political establishment. 

The plea for “gradualism” in effecting this feminine “revo- 
lution,” now put forward by the religious affairs minister. 
Zevulun Hammer, would have met with a favourable response 
41, or even 21, years ago. The trouble is that, instead of 
promoting democratic change in religious affairs, Orthodox 
politicians like Mr. Hammer have for decades permitted, if not 
' aided and abetted, a creeping counter-reyolution by Ortho- 
doxy’s conservative forces. :

DURING THE FIRST WEEK of 
the Palestinian uprising in the ad- 
ministered territories iast Decem-

with Egypt along the Suez Canal, 
the evidence today would also seem 
to indicate that despite the internal 
divisions and confusion in the pre- 
sent war of attrition, Israel is clearly 
displaying more staying power than 
the Palestinians. They will quite 
Clearly tire first: 

For Israel, the main question, as 
the uprising nears its half-year 
mark, is not whether it will eventu- 
ally be put down -- to which the 
answer is yes — but what it wili have 
cost Israel to put it down; what dam- 
age we will have sustained, both do- 
mestically ‘and internationally. 

Given the merciful fact that Rabin 
and not Sharon is the minister of 
defence, it was 8 foregone conclu- 
sion that the means to be adopted to. 
put down the uprising would not 
include that of a large-scale use of 
lethal arms against the rioting 
masses of civilians confronting the 
anny.
